Smallpox and yellow fever in Cuban seaports. 

Under date of March 13 the United States sanitary inspector at Ha- 
bana reports that during the two weeks ended March 11 there were in 
that city 10 deaths from yellow fever and 800 new cases of smallpox, 
with 83 deaths. 

Under date of March 9 the United States consul at Cardenas reports 
that during the week ended March 6 there were in that city no new 
cases and no deaths from yellow fever. 

Under date of March 6 the United States sanitary inspector at San- 
tiago reports that during the week ended March 6 there was 1 death 
from yellow fever. 

Under date of March 8 the United States consul at Sagua la Grande 
reports that during the week ended March 6 there were 11 cases and 3 
deaths from yellow fever. 

Habana, Cuba, March 10, 1897. 
Sir: I have the honor to inform you that there were during the 
twenty eight days of February 1,371 deaths in this city, 43 of which 
were caused by yellow fever, 581 by smallpox, 35 by enteric fever, 24 
by so called pernicious fever, 3 by paludal fever, 66 by dysentery, 66 
by enteritis, 2 by diphtheria, 5 by measles, 3 by glanders, 35 by pneu- 
monia, and 89 by tuberculosis.
